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Change and 
challenge 
link 2015 
and 2016

Looking back, the most important story of 2015 in Didsbury 
was the collapse in oil prices, and looking ahead the challenge in 
2016 will be adjusting to the new economic and social realities 
that Central Alberta faces. 

Didsbury put its best foot forward m;uiy times in 2015, begin¬ 
ning in January with six days of curling when the curling club 
hosted about 20 out-of-town rinks among the 36 teams in the 
21st annual Farm & Ranch Bonspiel. 

The Rosebud Health Foundation resolved the design issues 
that had created a financial obstacle to construction of a new 
helipad large enough to accommodate the new generation of 
STARS emergency helicopters at the Didsbury Health Centre. 
Construction on the helipad will begin in the spring of 2016. 

The Mountain view Colts won the first two playoff rounds in 
the Heritage Junior B northern division, defeating the Stettler 
Lightning and Airdrie Thunder before losing the division cham¬ 
pionship to the Blackfalds Wranglers. 

In the 2015-16 season the Colts at year-end held first place in 
the nort hern division with 20 victories and will be a strong con¬ 
tender in the playoffs in February and March. 

The film industry came to town when the iconic television 
series Fargo picked a location in the historic downtown core for 
some scenes in an episode for the second season of the series. 
This has been followed by the selection of Didsbury for another 
TV series called Wynonna Earp. 

Symphonic Winds in Spain 

In the spring the Didsbury High School Sym phonic Winds 
concert band travelled to Spain for a tour that included visits to 
Madrid, Seville, Valencia, Barcelona and Grenada. 

In November DHS hosted Jazz Fest and in December drama 
students produced the musical Les Miserables.

Rosebud trunk line tops big ticket items

The $1.87-million Rosebud trunk line 
to provide sewer service to the undevel¬ 
oped north side of Didsbury tops the 
town’s 2016 budget approved Dec 22. 

Completion of the project will clear 
the way for the development of the 
town-owned Shantz Crossing industrial 
park and residential subdivisions on 
land north of Highway 582 along 23rd 


Street, 

The Rosebud project will include a 
lift for wastewater from the line to the 
sewage lagoon. It will be paid for from 
Didsbury''s reserves in the amount of 
$960,000 and $910,000 in gnuits front 
senior levels of government. 

Grants will also pay for Phase 4 of the 
$844,000 aquatic centre refurbishment. 
Sidewalk projects in 2016 totalling 
$108,000 will be paid from the town’s 
operations capital budget. 


Council approved $80,000 to start the 
new town signage project and $24,000 
for the new peace officer dispatch sys¬ 
tem that is intended to make patrols by 
the town’s peace officers safer. 

The total capital budget for 2016 
is $3,258,400. Reserves will cover 
$ 1,141,145, grants will pay for $ 1,754,(XX) 
and just $363,255 will be paid for from 
the operations budget 
The total operating budget is 
$9,710,410. There is no change from 


2015 in the final budget total and there 
will be zero increase in tax rates for 
residential and non-residential tax 
rates. 

The final property tax bill for indi¬ 
vidual taxpayers will depend on the 
individual assessments that ;ire not yet 
completed and the school levy. 

Council also approved a 1.5 per cent 
across-the-board cost of living pay 
increase for all town staff effective 
Jan. 1. 
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Carstairs continues to grow 

2015 one of the strongest years for development

Carstairs is continuing to grow as 
more people are moving to town and 
this year lurs been one of the strongest 
years for development. 

The Town of Carstairs issued 161 
building permits in 2016 and 71 of them 
were new home shuts. Total construc¬ 
tion value of approved permits was just 
under $17 million. 

In 2014 there 132 permits issued, with 
a total value of $13.6 million and 62 of 
them were new home starts. Town offi¬ 
cials said at that time it was the strong¬ 
est year since 2008. 

“It’s stronger than what we were 
expecting," Carl McDonnell, the town’s 
chief administrative officer said last 
week, adding they were expecting 
between 50 and 60 new home starts

this year. 

“1 think the variety of homes that the 
builders and developers have put on 
the market definitely makes a differ¬ 
ence,” he said. 

“We’ve got from the starter home all 
the way up to the executive-style home. 


which is great, so there’s a good variety 
and good price points. 

“1 think our location definitely helps 
as Airdrie continues to grow, and 
Balzac, more people are looking to the 
north to move out of the city." 

He said the majority of people mov¬ 
ing to Carstairs are young families, 
which has had a significant impact on 
the school system in town. 

For t he last c ouple of years more than 
1(X) kids have been enrolled in kinder¬ 
garten and there has been overcrowd¬ 
ing at Carstairs Elementary School. 

“As many people know, the K-l went 
to a K-2 school because of the young 
families that .are coming here, so it’s 
very positive," he said. 

Aside from new home starts, many 
of the permits issued in 2015 were for 
upgrades and renovations to houses. 

But as the town continues to see a 


spike in residential growth, commer¬ 
cial growth is lacking. 

There weren’t many permits issued 
for commercial purposes this year, 
aside from a few upgrades and minor 
development. 

He said town officials are projecting 
at least 50 new home starts in 2016 and 
there is a strong demand for the lots 
in the Scarlett Ranch, Havenfield and 
Stonebridge subdivisions. 

“Although the Alberta economy is 
slowing, because of the price point on 
the houses here, we’re seeing it's an 
attractive place to come. You can save 
100 to 150,000 dollars on your mortgage 
compared to the cities," he said. 

“We're very fortunate. We’ve got real¬ 
ly good interest from developers and 
the builders are still very positive about 
2016's growth. It’s been a fairly positive 
year."

However, the foundering economy overrode the 
good news stories. 

The economic downtown was connected to 
increased petty property crimes, particularly 
vehicle thefts and home break-ins that had previ¬ 
ously been blamed on drug addiction. 

Landlords and realtors note a rise in the vacancy 
rate because younger people who are losing jobs 
are leaving Didsbury. The town’s population is 
likely to shrink in 2016. 

The sale of industrial lots in the municipally- 
owned Shantz Crossing development stalled and 
that is attributed to the economic downturn. 

The Mountain View Food Bank expects high¬ 
er demand in 2016. The annual 2015 Christmas 
Helpers hamper program and the Didsbury com¬ 
munity Christmas dinner saw increased need. 

Farming a bright spot 

Farming is the economic bright spot. After a dry 
spring that saw hay prices escalate, rain came to 
most parts of Mountain View County surrounding 
Didsbury and wheat, grain and livestock operations 
turned in a good season. 

Looking ahead to 2016, lower oil prices have 
reduced the input costs of fuel and petroleum- and 
natural gas-based machine oil, fertilizers, herbi¬ 
cides and pesticides. 


Alberta Agriculture says that if Mountain View 
County gets good precipitation levels through the 
winter, the 2016 crop year will get off to a good 
start. 

The passage of Bill 6, which brings provincial 
Occupational Health and Safety and the Workers’ 
Compensation Board into local farmyards, faced 
bitter opposition. 

In 2016 the new NDP government faces more 
grassroots rural political action with a petition 
under section 172 of the Election Act to force a 
plebiscite on carbon pricing taxation. 

Provincial and federal elections 

Politically the guard changed with the election of 
Nathan Cooper as the Wildrose party MLA in Olds- 
Didsbury-Three Hills in the May 5 provincial elec¬ 
tion that saw the Alberta Progressive Conservative 
44-year dynasty end with the election of Premier 
Rachael Notley’s NDP government. 

Bruce Rowe, the constituency’s previous mem¬ 
ber, was one of the nine Wildrose members who 
crossed over to the Progressive Conservative cau¬ 
cus. None of the nine survived the 2015 election 
- some were beat out and others like Rowe, didn’t 
run. 

Federal redistribution saw the creation of the 
new riding of Red Deer - Mountain View for the 
2015 federal election. 

Conservative MP Earl Dreeshen, 62, was re-elect¬ 


ed in the Oct. 19 election and is the new member for 
the new riding. In Didsbury, he takes the place of 
MP Blake Richards w’ho was re-elected in the new' 
riding of Banff-Airdrie. 

Dreeshen and Richards joined the Conservative 
official Opposition in Ottawa as the Liberals lead 
by Justin Trudeau defeated the Stephen Harper 
government. 

Dreeshen’s good relationship with interim 
Conservative leader Rona Ambrose, who cam¬ 
paigned for him in the riding, bodes well for the 
airing in Ottawa of local issues and concerns. 

Change in Didsbury 

In Didsbury, the biggest political change came 
when chief administrative officer Roy Brown went 
on medical leave in June and was fired with cause 
by town council in November. 

Harold Northcott, a Clive, Alta, farm son and star 
amateur baseball pitcher, was hired as the new 
chief administrative officer from his job as chief 
administrative officer of Birch Hills County in cen¬ 
tral Peace River country. 

For local business development, the creation 
by the chamber of commerce of the Alliance for 
Business and Community Development created a 
new vehicle for collaborative economic growth. 

The town completed an $8-million storage lagoon 
so that its wastewater system can service a popula¬ 
tion of 7,000.

Didsbury can 
grow in 2016 

The year 2016 is opening as a “cup half empty, cup 
half full” year for Didsbury’s life as a community: 12 
months of creating future opportunity or a year in 
the economic waiting room. 

The collapse in benchmark price of cnide from 
US$96 in July 2014 to US$37 has cost Alberta 35,(KK) 
well-paying jobs, 25,000 in oilfield services and 
10,000 in corporate exploration and production, says 
the Canadian Association of Petroleum Producers. 

Rural communities - like Didsbury - are directly 
impacted by the 25,000 cuts because its businesses 
directly support those jobs and some of our highest 
family incomes come from the oil service sector. 

The oil boom and the jobs and wealth it created 
are not coming back soon. 

The Middle East members of the Organizat ion of 
Petroleum Producers are ensuring that the world 
is awash in crude oil so that the price remains 
low, and North America gives up shale oil and oil- 
sands market share gains that buoyed Alberta and 
Canada’s economy for six years from 2009 to 2014. 

The leaders in Didsbury who decide every Monday 
morning what we can do to make the economy 
work and build the future don’t yet see an opportun¬ 
ity in being a part of building the low carbon econ¬ 
omy. 

The future makers of solar panels and wind tur¬ 
bines will need a home in Alberta but Didsbury 
hasn’t yet capitalized on the opportunity. 

This is a year in which the $10 billion in Alberta’s 
annual agricultural earnings will have more impact 
on the economic environment than the losses 
incurred by distressed crude oil, bitumen and nat¬ 
ural gas prices. 

Agriculture is Didsbury’s safety net in 2016, and 
Mountain View County's regional weather during 
the crop year - better than in counties that declared 
agriculture emergencies in 2015 - may again be a 
competitive advantage. 

The town has another short-term source of jobs 
and economic activity with infrastructure con¬ 
struction. Didsbury blew its opportunity to make 
the most of the $4-million fire hall project, but the 
Rosebud trunk line and the town centre project, 
when it goes ahead, are opportunities to capture 
economic activity for the community. 

In the medium term, Didsbury has the economic 
opportunity to build for the retirement of Albertans 
who want to be near Calgary, but not live in it. 

Commuters prefer bedroom communities closer 
to Calgary than Didsbury but retirees would see this 
town as ideal: picturesque rural setting, close to big- 
city amenities and to the airport. 

Resolving R-5 zoning would open the door to build 
condos and villas for retirees. Didsbury has recently 
lost such projects because the R-5 issue is dividing 
the community. 

However, the town has tracts of land for retire¬ 
ment-focused subdivisions on the north side of town 
away from current residences. 

Didsbury has diverse economic opportunity not 
dependent on the oil industry. 

In the short term: agriculture and construction; 
in the medium term: agriculture, construction and 
retirement living; in the long term: agriculture, con¬ 
st ruction, a retirement community, and a renewable 
energy industry.

Helen 0. (Simons) Tainsh was bom August 1,1921 at 
Munson. Alberta to Robert Simons (a United Church Minister) 
and Olive Simons (a teacher). Helen travelled much of 
Alberta, being the daughter of a United Church Minister She 
was bom in Munson then moved to Wembley, Sexsmith, Ft. 
Saskatchewan and Innisfail. She attended Normal School 
at the University of Alberta in Edmonton in 1939 and 1940. 
From there she taught school in Bowden, Innisfail, Buckeye 
and Torrmgton before retiring in 1980 after a 25 year career 
of teaching. She influenced many, many children during her 
long, eventful and satisfying career. 

It was while teaching at Buckeye School that Helen met the 
love of her life, Peter Tainsh, and they married on 
June 28,1947.
